Costs,  Directions,  Additional  Courses 

tuition  and  Fees  for  Special  Students 

The  tuition  per  semester  for  Massachusetts  residents  is  $50.50 
per  credit,  up  to  $604  (undergraduate  rate)  or  $64  per  credit, 
up  to  $765  (graduate  rate).  Fees  are  $53.50  (1-6  credits)  or  $105 
(7  or  more  credits);  plus  $10  for  first-time  registrants.  Special 
Students  are  required  to  pay  when  registering.  Personal 
checks  are  accepted. 

Directions  to  the  Harbor  Campus 

By  public  transportation,  take  the  MBTA  Red  Line  Ashmont 
train  to  JFK/UMass  (formerly  Columbia)  station  and  the  free 
shuttlebus  to  the  campus.  By  car  from  the  north,  take  the 
Southeast  Expressway  to  exit  17  and  follow  the  UMass  signs 
along  Columbia  Road  and  Morrissey  Boulevard.  From  the  south, 
take  the  Expressway  to  exit  18  and  follow  Morrissey  Boulevard 
to  the  campus.  Indoor  parking  is  available  for  $2.00  per  day;  a 
card  authorizing  10  days’  parking  can  be  purchased  for  $15.00.
